He gave up the handling of the 
reins for the handling of the wheel, and the 
Dublin jarvey will have to do the same. 

There are many points in favour of the taxi. 
Not only does it cater for comfort and 
standard fares; it also brings the inestimable 
blessing of health in its train by reason 
of its cleanliness on the streets of a crowded 
city. No city van afford to overlook this 
tremendous advantage if it has the real wel- 
fare of its citizens at heart. 

At the present rate of progress it is quite 
possible that, when other cities are learning 
the gentle art of “ gliding ” as a common 
means of getting about, Dublin will then, 
and not till then, wake up, and, rubbing its 
eyes, will at last. begin to think seriously of 
having taxi-cabs on its long-suffering streets.

We return, however, to the 
essential point. The Dublin and South- 
Eastern Railway has assumed siww'denly a 
critical importance in the national scheme 
of things. If it is absorbed in a unifica- 
tion of the Saorstat railways, the divorce 
of the two Irish railway systems will be 
complete, and the door will be banged 
and barred upon the prospect of Irish 
unity, whether political or economic. If 
the Dublin and South-Eastern Railway 
retains its independence that door will 
be left ajar. The vital element of com- 
petition will not be exorcised from the 
railway traffic of the Saorstat. A link, 
however slender, will remain between the 
railway, systems of the two States which 
will keep alive the possibility of a national 
“readjustment” at a later stage. In a 
word, partition will not have been made 
inevitable and permanent. 


The Folly of Greed. 


The price of living in England continues 
to fall with gratifying steadiness. On 
March 1st the index figure stood at 78 per 
cent, ‘above the 1914 level. During the 
month it fell by. five points, with the 
result that it is now only 73 per cent. 
higher than it was ten years ago. Food 
prices alone show an even more remark- 
abledrop, They fell by nine points during 
the month, and now stand at 67 per cent. 
in excess of pre-war prices. Here in Ire- 
land, unfortunately, we are clinging still 
to war standards, and the establish- 
ment of the Free State seems to have 
given “ profiteering ’’ a new lease of life. 
Visitors to Ireland for Easter are com- 
menting widely on the cost of living in 
Dublin. Food prices, they say, are at 
least 25 per cent. higher than they are in 
London and other big English towns. For 
a meal in a restaurant, which can be 
obtained in London for two shillings or 
half-a-crown, the wretched Dubliner must 
pay three or four shillings, and everything 
else seems to be proportionately dear. 
Apart from the. effect of this condition of 
affairs on the people who live in the 
country, it is bound to make an extremely 


are anxious to stimulate migration of 
people of a suitable type. A considerable 
amount of assistance, both financial and 
otherwise, is offered to men who have left 
the British fighting services and are suffi- 
ciently young to be able to adapt them- 
selves to new conditions. There is plenty 
of work to be done in developing the over- 
sea possession of the British Crown, and 
the Dominion authorities are anxious to 
get immigrants who will maintain or im- 
prove, rather than lower, their high 
standard of manhood. England can spare 
men, since she is unable to support her 
increasing population. The Overseas 
Settlement Committee is particularly 
desirous of attracting the attention of 
young people to the possibilities of emigra- 
tion. Five hundred and fifty thousand 
juveniles of both sexes come upon the 
labour markets in Great Britain every 
year, and it is impossible to absorb this 
number. The overseas countries of the 
Empire will have a notable opportunity 
this year, at the Wembley Exhibition, of 
showing what attractions they can offer to 
the youth of the Mother Country.

Christians as a whole do not deal with 
themselves as hardly as St. Paul would have 
them do. ‘‘ Mortify (lit., make dead) your 
members which are upon the earth,” “If by 
the Spirit ye do mortify (lit., make to die) 
the deeds of the body, ye shall live.” They 
are the words of one who lived strenuously 
and disciplined himself severely, and so 
became a giant of the Faith. 

To-day, however, self-pity or self-love ex- 
cuses the bearing of the Cross. A discipline 
so harsh has no place in the worldly man’s 
scheme of things, with the result that the 
Christian stature is in danger of becoming a 
dwarfish thing, stunted in development, 
limited in its activities. Yet these sayings of 
the Apostle are closely connected with the 
order of progress which is of the essence of 
the Christian life—through self-abasement to 
joy, through suffering to glory, self-realisation 
through self-denial, the Resurrection life after 
the agony of Good Friday. 

Lent, with its call to know ourselves, is 
passing. Have we heard that call to correct 
distortions in our vision, to re-set our sense 
of spiritual values? Many have, no doubt, 
conscientiously tried, with God's help, to 
deepen their sense of penitence, to remove 
what may have hindered the efficacy of their 
service, to obtain a further glipmse of things 
unseen. For them the reward is in that ‘‘ new- 
ness of life’’ which is imparted to those who 
faithfully endeaevour to keep in touch with 
the Source of all life.

The weather of yesterday and to-day— 
Good Friday—has been delightful, more 
articularly the warmth of the pleasant 
mis which marked this afternoon. After 
the past weeks of gloom and sunlessness 
it was not surprising that everybody who 
could get out wastakingtheair. Motor cars 
and bicycles were to be seen in streams 
on every main road and thoroughfare. At 
nine o'clock I stood on the side walk of a 
main road in Kent, and I counted one 
hundred cars passing in less than five 
minutes. Mixed up with the cars were 
many motor cycles and bicycles. Only 
now and again was there a horse drawing 
a conveyance. Many of the cars had 
baggage as well as passengers, and the 
occupants were evidently off for some 
days. 

Apparently nearly all London came to a 
belated decision to take a holiday yester- 
day. There had been fewer bookings than 
usual at the seaside resorts for the Easter 
holidays, due probably to the unpleasant 
weather conditions and the. uncertainty 
whether the belated sunshine would 
arrive in time for the holidays. Yester- 
day, however, there was a change, and 
thousands of telegrams must have been 
sent for rooms to be reserved. At the 
tourist agencies a busy state of affairs was 
noticeable. Preliminary indications had 
not pointed to a great rush away from 
London, but yesterday’s business was on 
a large scale. The general rule for short 
distance excursions for a da; or half a day 
is double journey for single fare, while 
for long distance trips extending over the 
week-end the rate is single fare and a 
third for return ticket. To judge by the 
activity at Euston, the bookings for Ire- 
land and other places covered by the 
London, Midland and Scottis® system 
were heavy, and many of the trains were 
run in duplicate.

Even the most efficient railway system 
in the Saorstat would be a poor recom- 
pense for a permanent divorce between 
the two parts of Ireland. This Bill, 
however, will not give the Saorstat 
an efficient or economic railway system. 
President Cosgrave failed to show that 
the Bill, by abolishing competition, will 
not injure the Port of Dublin; and he 
failed to show that it will reduce working 
expenses—and, therefore, fares and freight 
charges—in any appreciable way, At 
Thursday's meeting of the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board the Chairman, Senator 
Moran, said that a special committee of 
the Board, which had been studying the 
Bill’s proposals, regarded them “with 
growing apprehension.’ The Bill must 
hurt the trade of Dublin in two ways. 
Traffic which now reaches the West of 
Ireland through Free State ports will be 
diverted to Northern railways; and, in 
spite of the President's assurances, the 
Bill contains no real safeguard against 
the continued and increased diversion of 
Dublin and Midland traffic to the Rosslare 
route. No provisions in any bill can 
restrict the exercise of interested and 
dominant ‘“‘influence” to unconsigned 
traffic alone. The promise of large 
economies and reduced rates under the 
Bill is entirely vain, and President Cos- 
grave made no attempt to show how ‘hey 
could be made. The only effective economy 
could be found in a drastic lowering of 
railway wages, which are considerably

Help for Soldiers. 


On Thursday the Irish Branch of the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society held 
its annual meeting. The Irishmen who 
fought in the Great War have found in 
this Socftty a friend that never fails to 
act with sympathetic efficiency. During 
the past year 1,115 ex-Service men 
received help from the Dublin office 
in the. form of money or clothing, 
and 3,201 were given the benefit of advice 
that they could not have obtained else- 
where. The War Office and various 
British organisations have sought the 
Society 's aid, and through its good offices 
have been able to get in touch with men. 
in this country. In addition to an ex- 
penditure of £1,111, the Society was able 
to give much timely aid in cases of special 
emergency, including sickness and threats 
of eviction. The Tuberculosis Committee 
dealt with 252 cases and contributions 
were made to the burial expenses of thirty 
old soldiers. The Employment Bureau 
found work for 147 men, bringing the total 
number placed in employment since its 
institution in 1916 to 5,859. Experience 
has resulted in a greater measure of 
efficiency and many of the evils of over- 
lapping have disappeared. In the country 
districts the work has been done not less 
faithfully than in the City of Dublin. A 
report from Tipperary shows that the need 
never has been more urgent there than it 
is now, and the situation is the same in 
other places, Men who are entitled’ to 
pensions from the British Government 
find difficulty in getting recognition of 
their claims, and without the timely help 
of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society 
their hardship would be extreme. The 
ubiquitous problem of unemployment and 
the general disorganisation of trade 
aggravate the ex-soldiers’ troubles. The 
Irishmen who fought for the world’s 
freedom deserve well of all classes of their 
fellow-countrymen. In a large majority of 
cases they are good citizens, peaceful and 
patient ; and the time has come to bury 
the bitterness of past years. It is 
fortunate, however, that during their days 
of sorest trial these men have. been able 
to find a true friend in the Soldiers’ and

IMMIGRATION TO U.S. 


REDUCED BY HALF. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 

Immigration from Europe to the United 
States will be reduced per cent. under 
the bill due for passage through the Senate 
to-day. 

The way was paved for a speedy passage 
of the entire restrictions measure, when the 
Senate adopted a provisional house bill 


fixing European quotas at two per cent. of 


the nationals under the 1890 census. 

Under this provision immigration from 
Europe. will be reduced to 160,000 annually, 
compared with 350,000 now coming in on 
the basis of three per cent. of the foreign 
population of 1910. The Senate rejected an 
amendment using the 1910 census as a basis, 
which would have admitted 240,000 
Europeans, 

Under the provisions, as approved both by 
the House and the Senate, only a fraction 
of the nnmber of Italians, Greeks, Yuyo- 
Slavs, and other Southern Europeans will be 
admitted, while a large portion of the North- 
Western and Western Europeans will be 
allowed. 

The Governments of Italy, Rumania, and 
others have protested against the restrictions, 
which are scarcely less offensive to them than 
the Japanese. 


TWO PER CENT. QUOTA. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. ' 
The Senate to-day voted, by 53 votes to 25, 
to reduce the quotas of the new Immigration 
Bill to 1 p-c. of the nationals of any country 
in the population of the United States. The 
census of 1890 was adopted as the quota

DEPARTMENT. 


The litigation in the United States in con- 
nection with the Dail funds will cost the tax- 
payer of the Free State £10,000 during the 
present year. Provision for the expenditure 
of that amount is made in the detailed esti- 
mates for 1924-25. 

The item mentioned is included in the vote 
of £67,715 for law charges. The amount re- 
quired to. pay the salaries of the Law. Officer 
and his staff (seven in number) is £6,960. The 
salary of the Law Officer is £2,500, and that 
of the draftsman of bills £1,200. There is 
also an assistant draftaman, who is in receipt 
of a salary of £700. 

The cost of the Chief State Solicitor’s office 
for the current year is estimated at £8,604 
Of this sum £1,200 represents the salary of 
the Chief State Solicitor, and £1,367 the com- 
bined salaries of his two assistants. There are 
in addition three ‘“‘ assistant solicitors,’’ one 
higher clerical officer, four clerical officers, six 
temporary clerks, one messenger, and two 
cleaners. The cost of the Treasury Solicitor’s 
office is given as £4,114. The salary of the 
Treasury Solicitor is £1,000, and that of the 
Assistant Treasury Solicitor £600. The staff 
also included two junior executive officers, 
four clerical officers, and two shorthand- 
typists.

Three men in a motor car pulled " twenty 
yards from the shop window of Mr. A. Black- 
man, jeweller, of New Oxford street, London, 
on Thursday evening, inspected its contents, 
smashed it with a hammer, and drove away 
with a diamond necklet valued at £500. The 
hammer they left behind. 

The affair, Mr. Blackman’s daughter said, 
took place so quickly that it-was impossible 
even to see in which. direction the thieves 
made off. Her father, his manager, and an 
assistant were in the shop at the time that 
it happened, at 20 minutes past 8. They 
heard a crash, looked out, and saw a car 
moving quickly away enveloped by a cloud 
of smoke from the exhaust, In place of the 
necklet they saw a hammer. Under normal 
circumstances, she said—for the past two 
evenings we have been busy getting exhibits 
ready for Wembley—the shutters would have 
been drawn at 8 o’clock, the time the shop 
is shut.

DEATH OF DR. KELLY. 


MAN OF MANY PARTS. 


= 


We regret to have to announce the death 
of the Most Rev. Denis Kelly, D.D., Bishop 
of Ross, which took place zemting morning 
at a Private Nursin ome in Dublin, 
where he had been under medical treatment 
for a.few weeks past. 

Dr. Kelly was the chief pastor of the 
smallest diocese in Ireland, but he was one 
of the outstanding figures of his time in the 
ecclesiastical, industrial, educational and poli- 
tical movements of the past quarter of a 
century: not that he was a politician in the 
ordinary acceptation of that term, but that he 
exercised his influence to keep his people from 
entering upon foolish and extreme courses—~ 
the path that has of recent, years led too 
many young men to commit deeds of violence 
and acts of destruction under the mistaken 
belief that they were acting the part of 
great patriots and promoting the independence 
of their country, when, as a matter of fact, 
they were inflicting almost pees damage 
upon it. Dr. Kelly saw all this with a feel- 
ing of intense pain and sorrow. He lost no 
opportunity of warning the erring people of 
the crime they were committing, and of the 
melancholy consequences that would inevitably 
follow in its wake. He was always outspoken, 
direct, and fearless. | 

Dr. Kelly was Bishop of Ross for twenty- 
seán years. Born at Kilnaneave, near 
Nenagh, Co. Tipperary, in the Diocese of 
Killaioe, on February 29th, 1852, he received 
his early education at the local national 
school. From that he went to the Diocesan 
College of St. Flannan, at Ennis, and later 
on to the Irish College, Paris. His college 
career was a distinguished one in the sphere 
to which he devoted himself. He was a First 
Prizeman in classics, mathematics, mental 

hilosophy, theology, Scripture and canon law. 

e was ordained priest on St. Patrick's Day, 
1877, and was appointed curate in the parish 
of Roscrea. Having spent but a short time 
on the mission, he went as professor to the 
College at Ennis. Fo twenty years he 
laboured as a teacher, ten of which he spent 
as President. 

The death of the Most Rev. William Fitz- 
gerald in 1896 left Ross without a bishop. 
The priests of the diocese, without hesitation, 
selected the President of St. Flannan’s College 
for their chief; the bishops of the province 
notified the choice, and Dr. Kelly was con- 
secrated bishop by the late Archbishop Croke 
in the Pro-Cathedral, Skibbereen, on May 9th, 

897. 


A SOUND ECONOMIST. 

A year aiter his elevation to the bishopric 
Dr. Kelly was chosen, under the newly passed 
Local Government Act, to be a member of the 
Committee of Management of the Cork 
District Mental Hospital. He was 
also selected as a member of the 
Agricultural Board which had been set up 
after the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction came into being. 
To the discharge of the business of both these 
bodies he brought a well-stored mind, in- 
telligence, common-sense and a breadth of 
view which deeply impressed those with whom 
he worked. In this — he was, as one 
might say, another Father Thomas Finlay. 
His reputation as a sound economist extended 
beyond the shores of Ireland, so that when 
the British Government set up a Royal Com- 
mission in 1905 on the Poor Laws, to inquire 
into the causes and relief of distress in Great 
Britain and Ireland, Dr. Kelly was nominated 
as one of the two members who represented 
Ireland. 

For four years he laboured with splendid 
zeal on that Commission. It entailed hard 
work and much travelling to and from London, 
and going down into the slums of the big 
towns in England and Scotland in order to 
see for himself what the actual condition of 
the poor dwellers was. In 1911 Dr. Kelly was 
again called upon. He was appointed a 
member of the Cabinet Committee on Irish 
Finance in view of Mr. Asquith’s Home Rule 
Bill, which was then in the offing. The 
recommendations of that Committee found, but 
a small place in the bill when it was produced. 

When the National Convention was called 
together in 1917, with a view to a settlement 
of the differences between Ulster and the rest 
Ireland on the Home Rule question. 
Dr. Kelly was once more invited to contribute 
his share to a solution of that vexed question. 
He accepted the task willingly, and he de- 
voted himself with characteristic enthusiasm 
to the work of the Convention. While the 
Convention was sitting he had a serious attack 
of illness, but so keen was he on the ques- 
tion that he wrote from his sick-bed a letter to 
Sir Horace Plunkett, the Chairman, begging of 
his fellow-conventionists to seize the oppor- 
tunity that was presented to them to unite 
North and South and save the country from 
further turmoil. The Convention failed in its 
purpose, and no one more deeply regretted it 
than the patriotic Bishop of Ross, 

It is as a Churchman, pure and simple, that 
Dr. Kelly would wish to be judged His 
annual Pastorals were valued by all who had 
the opportunity of studying them, for their 
clear teaching of Christian truth, for their 
prophetic warnings of the evil days that were 
in store, and for the sure touch with which 
he laid down the divine rule of conduct and 
the implications which that rule carried with 
it, as applied to the individual lives of 
members of the community. 

His people in West Cork loved him for the 
simplicity of his life, and they will be joined 
by a wide circle of outside friends in mourn- 
mg. his Joss. 

he Right Rev. Monsignor Hill. P.P.. V.G., 
Clonakilty, was at the bedside when Dr. 
Kelly died, and be had also the consolation of 
being visited by two of his nephews who are 
priests, one in the Diocese of Cashel and the 
other in Killaloe. 

The remains of the deceased prelate will be 


taken to Skibbereen to-day.

One of the richest and most prominent of 
America’s society women and a former 
Ziegfeld Follies girl are to be rivals in a race 
to the strangest and most bewildering of the 
earth’s unexplored regions.

Taylor, formerly Ruth Andrews, of the 
Ziegfeld Follies. Mr. Taylor is a young ex- 
plorer who has crossed the South American 
Continent in the equatorial region five times.

His main object is Mount Duida.

AN EXPLANATION DEMANDED. 


OTTAWA, Th ursday, 

The Canadian Government has asked the 
Soviet Trade. Mission for explanations of its 
introduction into Canada of propaganda litera- 
ture and of its communications with the 
“ Red ” leaders in Winnipeg. The Mission 
arrived with forty cases of baggage from 
Moscow, and claimed diplomatic tmmunity 
from the Customs examination. This was re- 
fused, as the Mission is a trade body, not 
diplomatic. 

Nearly half of the supplies brought con- 
sisted of ‘‘Red’’ propaganda, denouncing 
and ridiculing Jesus Christ and the Christian 
religion and lauding Communists and revolu- 
tion. 

The Russians asserted that the books were 
for the Canadian Universities. but the Go- 
vernment law officers believe that this is but 
a blind to carry on propaganda. 

The Canadian Mounted Police claim to be 
in possession of information that the Mission 
consists of active propagandists. The Prime 
Minister, Mr. Mackenzie King, has seen the 
Mission representative and awaits his further 
explanations.—(Z'imes telegram, per Presa 
Association, copyright.)

THE. POET’S FAME IN

All, too, could delight in the ringing verse, 
the fervid declamation, the brilliant descrip- 
tions; in the tenderness of the exquisite 
“He who hath bent him o’er the dead, ” and 
in the inspiration-of ‘‘ Yes, love, indeed, is 
light. from Heaven.” ‘The great passages 
which have passed into our national inherit- 
ance speak to all. The famous stanzas on the 
Duchess of Richmond's ball and Waterloo, 
ou Italy in her decay, ‘‘still impregnate 
with divinity,’ on the ruins of the 
Palatine, ‘‘Cypress, and ivy weed and 
wall-flower-grown,’’ un the dying gladiator, on 
St. Peter’s. “ All musical in its immensities,’’ 
the exultant appeal to nature at the close of 
“Childe Harold,” with the fine “Roll on, 
thou deep and dark blue ocean, roll,” and the 
finer “ Time writes no wrinkle on thine azure 
brow,’’ the “‘ Clime of the unforgotten brave,” 
and '' The Isle of Greece.’’ «Donna Julia,” 
“how beautiful she looked, her conscious heart 
showed in her cheek, and, yet, she felt no 
wrong ''—the whole story of Haidee, both full 
of delicate and masterly touches—tliese and 
many more speak first to us, but next to all 
mankind. :

Times, in a . leading article 
dealing with the letter. which Mr. 
Shinwell, the Secretary tor Mines, has 
addressed to the Coal Merchants’ Federation, 
as the result of the inquiries of his Depart- 
ment concerning the retail prices and qualities 
of household coal, says:—What the coal mer- 
chants were required to do was, for one thing, 
to remove from the minds of the public the 
suspicion that they charge excessive prices 
oe make high profits during the winter 
months. What they have done, instead of 
availing themselves of the opportunity, is to 
plead that for certain trade reasons, which they 
explain, they are forced to make high charges 
in winter, when the demand for coal 
is greatest, so as to recoup’ them- 
selves for the unremunerative rates 
which thev quoted in summer, in 
order to ensure the receipt of a constant 
supply from the collieries al] through the year 
The only course which they suggest by means 
of which consumers can help in keeping down 
the average price. is that they should buy 
more of their coal during the summer and 
store it in cellars, which in flats, in the 
majority of middle-class houses, and in all the 
poorer class of urban dwellers, either do not 
exist or have a very limited holding capacity. 

However plausible, and even reasonable, the 
first part of this explanation may be, the 
fact remains that it does not meet all the 
circumstances of the case. In the opinion of 
Mr. Shinwell, and, doubtless, also in that of 
the public, it leaves the suspicions of the con- 
sumer unallayed.

DUBLIN SOCIETY'S GOOD 
WORK. 
MANY NECESSITOUS 
CASES RELIEVED.

The record of a year’s work of the Irish 
Branch of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help 
Society, which was read to the members at 
the annual meeting of the branch at 12 
Merrion square, Dublin, on Thursday, was a 
tribute to the earnestness and enthusiasm of 
the workers in the cause of the ex-Serviceman 
in this country. Although the Society, like 
most others, had to face the handicap of in- 
sufficient funds, it was able to carry on with- 
out any decrease in its work, and continued 
its help, not only with money and clothing, 
but also with much-needed and useful ad- 
vice, in finding employment for men and 
medical attention. 

Lady Arnott, D.B.E., Vice-President, 
occupied the chair, and amongst those pre- 
*ent were:—Lady Thomson, Miss M. Blount, 
M.B.E.; Colonel the Lord Ardee, C.B., 
C.B.E.; Colonel Sir Frederick Shaw. Bart., 
D.S.0.; Colonel Bramston Newman, Sir John 
Lumsden, K.B.E., D.L.; Messrs. W. P. 
Walker and A. E. C. Hamilton, and Mrs. 
John Fetherstonhaugh, O.B.E., Honorary 
General Secretary for Ireland.

Mrs. Fetherstonhangh read a letter from 
Lord FitzAlan of Derwent, acknowledging the 
very generous resolution of thanks forwarded 
to him from the Society, and stating that he 
appreciated it highly, and was only sorry that 
it was not in his power to do more. He was 
glad that Sir John Lumsden was mentioned 
im the resolution, as he had found his assist- 
ance and advice invaluable. 


VICE-PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Lady Arnott, in her address to the meet- 
ing, said :—Our Council meeting to-day marks 
another milestone in the annals of the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society in Ireland. 
The 24th annual report is before us, recording 
the work done during 1923. The Society 
still finds itself the only organisation striving 
to help suldiers’ ‘‘friends’’ all over Ireland, 
who can investigate and deal with isolated 
country cases within a week, and the Society 
still seems the only machine for helping all 
ex-Servicemen who are requiring advice in 
their difficulties with pensions, appeal case 
delays, and civil liabilities grants. Our Dub- 
lin office continues to be an advisory and 
letter-writing bureau and investigator of 
grievances. You will see in the report that 
2,862 letters were written for various cases, 
and 5,201 men received the advice they asked 
for and required, while necessitious cases were 
granted assistance that amounted to £1,111 
19s. Sd. The over-lapping and shuttlecocking 
of cases from office to office that was com- 
plained of last year seems to have been prac- 
titally overcome by the card-indexing system, 
and lists interchanged weekly between the 
various societies. Our organisation works in 
friendly co-operation with the War Pensions 
Committees, who pass on to us cases 
that cannot be dealt with under 
their official regulations, and our Society 
has been used by the War Office and King 
George's Fund for Sailors to make certain 
grants on their behalf. 

Our Dublin office keeps in close touch with 
the Red Cross Emergency Fund and their 
splendid work in financing men awaiting 
appeals, or undergoing treatment without 
allowances, and also keeps in touch with the 
United Services Fund that deals chiefly with 
the children of ex-Service men, and the ex- 
soldiers of the Great War suffering from i|!- 
ness not due to Army service. The dearth of 
employment has caused terrible hardships this 
winter for ex-Service men, and so widespread 
was the distress that all that could be done 
was to get necessitous cases of illness 
adequately cared for and dealt with. The 
report will show you that our voluntary 
organisation has done its best to give unfailing 
sympathy and guidance to all appeals, and 
every possible financial assistance out of the 
small funds at the disposal of the Society. 
I will now call on Mrs. Fetherstonhaugh to 
read the report. 

ANNUAL REPORT. 

The report of the twenty-fourth Council 
held at 12 Merrion square, Dublin, on the 
17th inst., for the year ending 3lst December, 
1923. which was read by Mrs. Fetherston- 
haugh, stated that the work of the Society, 
though greatly hampered by want of funds, 
had in no way decreased. In the Dublin 
Office, apart from the 1,115 men helped with 
money, clothing, etc., there were 5,201 cases 
that merely required advice, or a reference 
to one of the other organisations which cou!d 
deal with their particular requirements. It 
was with great regret that the Council ac- 
cepted the resignation of Miss Croker, O.B.E., 
who had proved invaluable as honorary secre- 
tary of the Men's Clothing Branch. The 
Society was deeply indebted to the kindness 
of Sir Jolin and Lady Arnott in placing their 
house at its disposal for all Committee meet- 
ings. 

The Society had received a very large num- 
ber of applications from men who were in 
difficulties regarding their pensions or other 
matters. That the work of the Society was 
appreciated by outside bodies was proved by 
the fact that the War Office and the King 
George's Fund for Sailors had asked them to 
make grants on their behalf in cases which 
they confessed they themselves had not the 
machinery to deal with. Besides acting on 
behalf of various regimental charities, the 
Society had investigated and reported on a 
larce number of cases by request of the 
Ministry of Pensions, Royal Hospital, Chelsea. 

During the year the Dublin Office dealt 
with 4,316 cases. Financial assistance was 
granted in 756 cases, and expenditure in re- 
lief amounted to £1,111 19s. 8d. 2,862 letters 
were written in connection with various cases. 
The Employment Bureau found employment 
for 147 men, and the Tuberculosis Committee 
dealt with 252 cases. Besides cash grants, it 
helped in various ways, such as payment of 
arrears of rent when the man was threatened 
with eviction; board and lodging; clothes; 
orders for groceries ; spectacles; dental treat- 
ment: travelling expenses on taking up em- 
ploMnent : and in 20 cases it paid for or con- 
tributed towards the funeral expenses of old 
soldiers. A grant of £100 obtained through 
Mr. Edward White for special cases was very 
greatly appreciated, and enabled the Society 
to assist a number of cases of extreme hard- 
ship which did not come within the ordinary 
rules of the Society.

-Reports from the provinces were included, 
and that from the Tippefary (South Riding) 
Brangh stated that never in the history of 
the branch had there been such urgent re- 
quests for help and advice, and never had 
there been so much work done as in the yéar 
under review.

Many men have had Fa pensions cut off 
or largely reduced, an@ this, coupled with 
the dearth of employment and the numbers 
of men demobilised from the Free State Army 
and thrown on the labour market, has caused 
great privatio's among the ex-Service men.

Inquiries with regard to 
men seeking aid from Neil Irish aná other 
regimental funds are now sent in every case 
to the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society 
workers, asking síor reports, and over 100 
of such reports were minded. 

LORD ARDBE. 

Lord Ardee, who moved the adoption of 
the report, said that the Society, though 
hampered by the want of funds, still filled 
ga great want in putting men+-who were 
otherwise unable to find help—in touch with 
societies who had more Pec ae help them, 
and in helping them to get out claims for 
compensation. He knew that these ‘men were 
very grateful for this help, which was some- 
times more valuable than financial aid. 

INCREASING APPLICATIONS. 

Sir John Lumsden seconded the adoption 
of the report. Speaking of the Benevolent 
Committee, referred to in the report, he said 
that there was no question that the condition 
of the men at the present moment was yery 
bad, indeed. The number of applicants was 
becoming more and more numerous, and 
many men were becoming desperate. They

QUEENSTOWN MURDER. 


COONAN CHARGED AT CORK. 

At a special Court in Cork. Patrick Joseph 
Coonan, a young man of respectable appear- 
ance, was charged by Inspector Dawson cf 
the Civie Guard, with ving at Cobh 
(Queenstown) on 21st March, 1924, feloniously 
and with malice aforethought killed and 
murdered Private Herbert Aspinall, of the 
Royal Army Service Corps at Spike Island, 
County Cork. The accused was not pro- 
fessionally represented. 

Guard Meany, who is stationed at West- 

te Barracks, Drogheda, stated that on 

onday, 14th April, 1924, he was on duty in 
Drogheda, accompanied by Guard Mahony, 
when the accused approached them and said, 
“I beg your pardon, gentlemen; I am a man 
that there is a very serious charge hanging 
over my * “The witness asked him 
what was it, and he replied, ' Well, you 
know what it is—I am a man for whom there 
is £10,000 for my head."’ The witness again 
asked him what the crime was, and he re- 

lied, “ Very well, you know what it is.” 

he witness said that that was a very serious 
accusation, to which he replied, “I was 
going to give myself up to the military 
to-night."" The witness asked him his name, 
and he replied, ‘‘ Patrick Joseph Coonan, 
Tipperary, and I am one of the men who shot 
British soldiers at Queenstown, aha I am fed 
up going about.” 

The witness then told him to come to the 
station, and he did so, and was taken into 
custody; but he was not charged. When 
he was charged on Thursday morning by the 
witness at Moore's Hotel with having 
murdered Private Herbert Aspinal: he said, 
““cH, is all nonsense, in the first place.” He 
then said, “TIT wish to make a statement,” 
and added, “I am a native of Cloughjordan, 
Tipperary. I left that town in 1918, Since 
then I have been working in Ireland and 
England until January, 1923. On this 
occasion I came to Croom, County Limerick. 
I was arrested by the Free State Army from 
January, 1923, to May, 1923, as being an 
Irregular. I received some wounds in the 
we and was then discharged. When dis- 
charged I returned to Liverpool. I resided in 
Liverpool from May, 1923. to 8th April,.1924, 
when I returned. to Dublin, and went to 
Drogheda, looking for a job.” The witness 
took down the statement in writing and the 
accused signed it, 

The accused declined to cross-examine the 
witness. 

Inspector Dawson, Civie Guards, said that 
he was in charge of this case. His inquiries 
were not yet complete, and he applied for a 
remand for eight days or sooner. 

The accused was remanded for eight days.

Without anticipating the decisions of the

In conclusion, the Chairman said that he 
wished to assure the Government and the 
public that whatever line of policy the Board 
would adopt in the matter would be guided 
solely by their considerd judgment as to what 
was best for the Port of Dublin and for 
the country at large. 

In reply to a member, the Chairman said 
that a Sub-Committee had been appointed by 
the special Committee, and when that Sub- 
Committee reported back every member of 
the special Committee would be summoned to 
deal with the report.

The Corporation will also have power 
under the bill to advance portion of the cost 
of rebuilding on terms similar to those in 
operation in connection with the Reconstruc- 
tion Act of 1916, Alderman Clark pointed 
out that there was no suggestion that the 
Government would provide the Corporation 
with the necessary funds, so that they would 
be foreed to borrow in the open market, 
unless the bill were amended in this respect.

The Napoleonic Wars lasted from 1793, 
with the brief interval of the Peace of 
Amiens, to 1815. We who have borne the 
strain of the Great War from 1914 to 1918 
can realise faintly something of what our 
great-grandfather bore for almost a genera- 
tion. The babies of 1793 grew to be boys 
and girls, and the boys and girls grew to 
be young men and women, and still the 
war went on. It is not the least of the 
merits of this engrossing diary that it 
enables us to realise the strain which men, 
for the sake of liberty, were content to 
endure. At the end of twelve years of 
war the battle of Austerlitz was fought, 
and Pitt learnt that in this terrific con- 
test the arms of the French had been 
once more victorious. The iron entered 
even his stoic soul. “ Roll up the map 
of Europe,”’ he said; “it will not be 
wanted these ten years.” In 1815 the ten 
years were due, and Waterloo brought the 


' answer for which the soul of Pitt sighed 


in vain. We read that “the General 
(Phipps) spoke of the extraordinary firm- 
ness of Mr. Pitt’s mind. When the 
account of the affair at Ulm was brought 
to him he was playing with some 
children, and went on with them without 
any-visible alteration in his manner. He 


During his years in Persia Mr. Wratis- 
law learnt much of the Kurds. After 
every rising they were invariably invited 
to a conference by the Persian Govern- 
ment, and, unable to resist the hankering 
after the interior of a city, invariably 
accepted the invitation, to be invariably 
murdered. One of the many interesting 
illustrations shows a Turkish guerilla, 
Jaffer Agha, hanging head downwards 
from the walls of Tabriz. An Irishman 
named Moore fought on the losing side at 
the siege of Tabriz—for what reason no 
one save himself seemed to be aware. His 
conduct put the Embassy in a rather 
awkward position, but Moore got through, 
and lived to fight later on as an Air Force 
officer in Salonica. The account of the 
latter place during the wer is worth read- 
ing. Despite the fall of Palestine, the 
Jews in the city informed Mr. Wratislaw 
that they had no intention of moving to 
the land of their fathers. This book of 
memoirs eminently justifies its existence.

The scenery of this part of Spain is 
not imposing, even though the mountains 
rise to considerable heights. They are 
bare and gaunt, burnt even in June, and 
it is only when the thunderstorms burst, 
when “crags and peaks appeared and 
were engulfed, wraiths of clouds swirled 
up the gorges, building against the dark 
background battlements of strange forma- 
tion, ” that they become picturesque. The 
people are the interest; yet, like many 
primitive folk, they are not lovable—life 
is too hard to make them so. The crayon 
sketches supply a useful commentary to 
the text, and it is of interest, in view of 
the close relations which once existed 
between Ireland and Spain, to find among 
these drawings faces identical in all re- 
spects with the typical Irish horse-dealer 
or a Galway woman. The sketch of the 
egg-merchant might have been drawn from 
life in the City of Cork by any of our 
present-day Irish artists.

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GESTA ROMANORUM. 

Swan’s translation of the “ Gesta Roman- 
orum”’ was first published in 1824, and 
now appears in a fine new edition, with a 
shrewd preface by Dr. Ernest Barker. 
The original .work was compiled some- 
where about 1300 A.D., being a collection 
of “moral tales,” which not always 
justify, in the modern sense of the word, 
the moral describing them.

tions in letters. Yet. while there are 
lovers, so long will impassioned outpour- 
ings bridge the gulf of separation. ‘The 
reader who has never written such 
letters, never received such letters, is 
greatly to be pitied; for without such 
generous altruism life is but a Barmecide's 
feast of empty dishes.’’ Of all letters, 
surely these should be most sacred, most 
reserved to the one who inspired them. 
But no! The fierce light that beats upon 
the great spares nothing. The letters 
speak for themselves, even though we have 
not always the key of their circumstance. 
From the poets and literary men come the 
finest: Carlyle’s to his wile would make 
one think that her unhappiness in leter 
life was not altogether of his making. 

Women are the best letter-writers. Here 
even the frail beauties of France's 
eighteenth century salons retain a charm 
with the pen that pleads for them when 
the charms that were their undoing are 
dust. Some of the feeling is taken from 
Burns’s lyrics by his letters quoted here, 
while Napoleon and Von Blucher, on the 
other hand, seem more human and love- 
able in theirs. Victor Hugo to Adele and 
Goethe to Lotte, Keats to Fanny, Dickens 
to Kate, Shelly to Mary Godwin, Bis- 
marck to his “dear Johanna,’’ are some 
of the countless letters which thrill us 
with the Promethean fire that burns in 
varying degree through all the letters of 
the book, The editor has classified them 
carefully, while his notes on “the ideal 
love-letter’’ speak to the sympathy with 
which he set about his task. The letters 
invoke “yey: of a past day. Beau 
Brummell, for instance, brings the whole 
life of fashion at Bath in 1703 before us 
thus: “All the morning was passed in 
saying, ‘How d’ye do’? and all the after- 
noon in saying, ' What's trumps’’’? We 
must like the writers of these letters better 
for having read them—which, after all, is 
the book’s best apology.
